1 . Newly submited claims 58 and 60-68 are allowed. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 59 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
forfaiting to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Newly submitted claim 59 is indefinite because it recites "at 
least three adsorptive elements" without any correlation to "an adsorptive element" 
previously recited in new claim 58.
